DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to amendments filed on April 21, 2009. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 7, 8 and 10-23 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent 
claims 1 and 21 include limitations drawn to a plunger including a magnet sandwiched 
between a pair of yokes with flange portions extending therefrom shaped as short tubes 
in claim 1 and defining a recessed area in claim 21 . This novel plunger shape in 
conjunction with the air-core electromagnetic coils driving the plunger from a radially 
spaced region and a pair of frames defining pump chambers between the plunger and 
its end surfaces allows for a smaller and slimmer dimension as argued by the applicant 
for use in electronic appliances. These features combine to produce a novel and non- 
obvious improvement over the closest related prior art of Uchida et al., US 4,966,533.
